Subsection (a) amends the language of sections 911{) and (5) of 
the -oreign Service Act to include certain »rovisions at ona tine 
carried in the lenertaert of State's Appropriation Acta and now appearing 
in Jection 2(b) of PL Sh-885. The "euergency” limitation of seation 
JILL) of the Foreign Service Act is eliminated, as it has been superseded 
for all practical curposes by the 2bove referenced section of PL 8-835, 
The present language is designed to provide authority te pay storage 
and related costs in these instances (1) when an exployse either cannot 
take or cannot use hie effects at the vost of assignment, or (2) wien

The lenguage of the anandaents to Sections (1) and (5) of the Foreign 
Service Act basically follow: the existing statutory language, fhere 
ame three ainor excestions, however, which are discussed below: 

i) the phrase "pay the cost of packing end unpacking” haa been 
added to provide a atetutery base to the long established preetice of 
considerine such seta ag incident to the authority to transport and 
store zoods, The new language does not change existing practices; 

2) fer the first time specific statutory language is provided te 
Lieit the weisht or volume of effects being stered or transported. 
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Thie language "fin no instenge shall the weight or volume of the affects 
stored together vith the weight or voluw of the effects transported 
exieed the seximum limitations fixed by reguletions, then not otherwise 
fixed by law" reflecta the policy currentiy followed in the regulations 
of the Denartwent of State. These regulations have been in oxistence 
for sany years and sppeax in 1 FSM Ilr, jection 161.6; 

3) awthority is provided for the firet tims te pernit the cost 
of packing and unpacking, transporting to and from a place of storee, 
and storing for « period not to exceed three xenths of the household 
ealfeote of espleyees who are being separsted from the jervice, In the 
cast employees have had to pay thease costs themselves while avaiting
